Washington, April 11.—Unofficial and 
unconfirmed reports that Villa is dead 
reached the Carranza embassy today and 
were gi\en some degree of credence by 
officials there. 


The reports were represented as hav- 
ing come from Queretaro, Gen. Car- 
ranza's provisional capital.

patches to the war and state depart- 
inents. 
The circumstantial reports of 
Villa's recent injury, liowever, and the 
rigors of liis long and hurried flight, in 
which he has been variously reported aJ 
being carried on a Jitter on the shoulders 
of liTs men or in

carriage over the 
rough trails, gave some color to possi- 
bility that the 
bandit chieftain may 
have been unable to survive the liard- 
ehips of the ilight in his disabled con- 
dition.

The American Forces. 


Gen. Scott, chief of staff, announced 
that 18,.56.5 troops now constitute the 
border patrol.

Mr. Smith tells of Appleseed's deatli 
in the following language: 
"Forty-six 
years Johnny Appleseed traversed the 
forests and prairies of Ohio and Indiana 
earing for his trees, teaching farmers 
apple cultiure, and assisting 
them 
in 
planting and caring for orchards. 
And 
today it is a rare thing to find a farm 
in the country he traversed that does 
not have its orchard. 


"He had several nurseries in northern 
Indiana. 
One day he heard that cattle 
had broken down the fences about one 
of them near Fort Wayne. 
He started 
there on foot to put it in repair. 
Tlie 
weather was cold 
and 
disagreeable — 
snow was falling. 
At night he stopped 
at the liome of 3ir. Worth for shelter. 
It was readily granted to him. 
He de- 
clined a bed and prepared to read and 
pray. 
He read the chapter 
beginning 
"Blessed are the pure in heart," then 
prayed for blessings upon all men and 
nations and for comfort for all who were 
crippled and distressed. 
He prayed for 
universal happiness and peace, then lay 
down to sleep. In the morning pneumo- 
nia had developed and a few days later 
he died as he had lived, at peace witíi 
all the eWorld. 
This was in 1847. 
Mr. 
Worth and neigh]i)ors bulged his body in 
tlie David Archer graveyard near Fort 
Wayne."

Mr. Foster and the Tax Question. 


The discussion of some phases of the tax question by Samuel M. 
Foster before an audience of Indianapolis gentlemen, which was 
printed in The Sentinel Saturday, will more than repay a careful 
perusal. Mr. Foster is engagingly frank, and he leaves no reader in 
doubt as to his position at any stage of the discussion. In his ad- 
dress he has driven home some wholesome truths upon the tax ques- 
tion which many men have long recognized but which they, lacking, 
perhaps, Mr. Foster's facility of expression, have been unable to set 
forth in so convincing a fashion as he has done. 


That our tax methods are unfair and unsatisfactory is freely 
and generally recognized. 
Indeed, there are few with sufficient 
temerity to attempt to defend them. Many thinkers are seriously 
addressing themselves to a study of the problem of making them 
more^equable. Mr. Foster is one of these, and his basic suggestion 
for the taxation of property not upon its real or its fictitious value, 
but upon the income it yields to its owner will strike the average per- 
son as an entirely sane.and sensible means toward the desired end. 
As Mr. Foster points out, however, tax reform of any'considerable 
degree can only come when a new state constitution for Indiana 
opens the avenue for it by making it possible to change the method 
under which we levy taxes. To get results there must be a begin- 
ning a,t the bottom. 


The resentment against steadily increasing taxation, however, is 
the outcome of quite another condition, and is apart from the sys- 
tem of taxation, good or bad, which we follow. We shall be able to 
avoid that only when we are able to bring about more economical 
administration of public affairs and content ourselves without so 
many of the ''modern improvements" which we have come to de- 
mand in these later years. The enlarged sphere of government in its 
service to the people may be fine and useful and desirable, but it costs 
iioney, and that money must come from the people. 


The leasing of a considerable section of the Kerr Murr^iy build- 
ings for the installation of\ the public school vocational work will 
permit the further development of this very important and intensely 
practical branch of Fort Wayne's educational system. 
Those in 
charge of it have been laboring for some time to secure a separate 
building in which the work might be carried on more thoroughly 
and on a larger scale than has been found possible in the cramped 
quarters provided'in the public school buildings. Much is to be ex- 
pected from the vocational school, and it is entitled to an opportun- 
ity to show Avhat it can do toward the fitting of the young folk for 
the practical work of life that is before them.

Lodon, March 8.—(Correspondence of 
the Associated Press)—Chairs for the 
study of Russian have been established 
at the University of Birmingham, simi- 
lar ones «t Sheffield 
University 
and 
technical school, 'and others In the north 
of England. 
Other chairs «are being e^- 
tablis^ed for the teaching of Spanish. 
This is part of the pl^n by Avhich sys 
tematic preparation is being made to 
capture the markets 
of 
Russia 
and 
South America, now that the war cuts 
ofT German goods horn reaching these 
eoiuitries, and an after-war policy is 
being developed to further restrict Ger- 
man trade. 
. When Prince Von Bueiow, the German 
Imperial Chancellor, framed the German 
tariff" law of 1902, he followed it with 
commercial arrangement 
with 
Count 
Witte of Russia which had much to do 
with the widespread entry of German 
goods in, Russia, 
At the same 
time 
British trade in Russia fell olT.'and later 
the commercial treaty of 
the 
United 
States with Russia was broken off in 
connection with racial differences. The 
war has much changed these conditions; 
Germany's commercial agreement is at 
an end and her trade is stopped; Russia 
is henim?d in on land and at her ports 
of exit through the Dardanelles and the 
ice ports of the north; and Britian lopks 
upon Russia as almost a virgin field for 
new and extensive trade development. 
That is why these chairs of Russian are 
being so extensively established, to tr^in 
men in Russia to pioneer this new field. 
The school in the north now has forty 
students studying Russian and commer- 
cial development. 


As to South American tra^e, it is felt 
here that much of it will naturally be 
taken by the United States, with the 
Panama ca^al contri^ting to that ad- 
vantage. 
But the \var has also cut off 
Germany's share of 
South 
American 
trade. That is the reason for establish- 
ing the chairs of Spanish, and there will 
be others of Portuguese later on for 
work on the trade of Brazil. 
This in- 
vasion of foreign markets, will be one 
of tfie^ topics before the Allies' Trade 
Conference soon to be held at Paris.

American Shirt and Collar 
Industry Little Bothered 
by Imports. 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—A study 
of the .shirt and collar industry 
just 
completed by the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic 
Commerce, 
Department 
of 
Commerce, reveals the fact that Ameri- 
can manufacturers have the home mar- 
ket pretty much to tlieniselvcs, a» for- 
eign competition in these lines is of very 
little importance. 
Tlie largest import.s 
of collars and cuffs for any one year 
was $70,000 in 191.3, while the total "pro- 
duction of these articles as far back as 
1909 was $17,200,000. 
The present out- 
])ut is much greater, but no statistics 
are available. 
The total value of the 
shirts produced in tiiis countrv in 1909 
was $82,400,000, 
compared 
with 
which 
import.s are insignificant. 


The report on the shirt and collar in- 
dustries is the fourth that has been is- 
sued by the Cost of Production Division 
of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce 
on Die cost of producing 
wciiring apparel in thi.s countries, t h j 
oiiriier reports being studies of liie mus- 
lin-undorwcar, hosiery, and knit-under- 
wear indu.'itries. 
Tli^-sc reports are in- 
tended priniiuily for tho use congress 
wiuMi tiirilT li'jiislatioii i-^ being consi- 
dered, the bureau in this manner car- 
rying on tlic work of tlir- ohi 
tariff 
board.

Panada of Beef. 


Chop sufficient cold cooked beef 
to 
make one pint; season with tcaspoonful 
salt, tablespoonful chopped parsley anu 
dash of pepper. 
Put in bottom of bak- 
ing dish. 
Crush six Uneeda bisQuits, 
pour over them half pint milk, let them 
stand minute or two, add one egg, well 
beaten, half teaspoonful salt and tea 
spoonful pepper. 
Pour this over beef 
and bake in moderate oven 20 minutes 
to half hour. Other meats ma}' be sub- 
stituted for beef. 


Beef Loaf (of Cold Beef). 


Soak 
one tablespoonful gelatine, in 
one-half cup cold water ten minutes. 
Heat quarter cup well-seasoned stewed 
tomatoes to boiling, anrt pour over gel- 
atine, stirring well until gelatine is dis- 
solved.

Jump Into Many Avenues 
of Labor While Men 
Are Off to War. 


Berlin, starch 20.—(Correspondence of 
the 
Associated Press)—Nearly 900,000 
women are now at one kind of work o^ 
another in Berlin. 
Tliey have swarmed 
into almost every field of activity, no 
matter how difficult; they are earning 
more money than every before; many 
have lost their own bread winners and 
are for all time dependent upon their 
own efforts. 
The probable 
unwilling- 
ness of the women to go back to their 
homes after the war is being more and 
more anticipated by the labor leaders 
who say the women must go in favor 
of the men Avhen the time comes. 


By far the largest proportion of th\i 
women now employed in Berlin are un- 
skilled workers—perhaps 600,000 of the 
9b0,000. Of the remaining 300,0(fb skill- 
ed workers, only a small part are cus- 
tomarily so employed. 
They have donvj 
wonderfully well, even in such difficult 
and strenuous occupations as metal work- 
ers but they are not because of physi- 
cal handicaps, the equal of their male 
predecessors. 


Just liow large will be the number of 
widows, or of tlie Avomen left with crip- 
pled husbands, after the war, the labor 
leaders do not attempt as yet to esti- 
mate. 
These, on the one hand, constitute, 
however, but part of tlie problem. Fully 
as puzzling is the question of what to 
do with those women who, though they 
later will have other means of support, 
are expected deliberately to balk at re- 
tiring to non-productive life again.

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Mr. Foster and the Tax Question. 


•The discussion of KOHIO phases oE the tux question by Samuel M. 


Foster before an audience of Indianapolis gentlemen, which was 
printed in The Sentinel Saturday, will more than repay u careful 
perusal. Mr. Fo.ster is ciifra^ingly frank, and ho leaves no reader m 
doubt as to his position at any stage of the discussion. In his ad- 
dress he has driven home some wholesome truths upon the, tax ques- 
tion which many men have long rcco^mml but which they, lacking, 
perhaps, Mr. Foster's facility of expression, have been unable to sot 
forth in BO convincing u fashion as he has done. 


That our tax methods are unfair and unsatisfactory is freely 


and generally recognized. 
Indeed, there are few with sufficient 


temerity to attempt in defend them. Many thinkers urn seriously 
addressing themselves to a study of the problem of making them 
more equable. Mr. Fosi>/r is one of these, and his Imsic KiiRgestion 
for the taxation of property not upon its real or its fictitious value, 
but "upon the income it yields to its owner will strike the average per- 
son as an entirely sane, and sensible means toward the desired end. 
As Mr. Foster points out, however, tax rcf'-rin of any considerable 
degree can only come when a new sU>,1.e •«^institution for Indiana 
opens the avenue for it by making it possible to change the method 
under which \ve levy taxes. To get results there must be u begiu- 
nihg"at-the bottom. 


-•The resentment against steadily increasing taxation, however, is 


the .outcome of quite another condition, and is apart from the sys- 
tem of taxation, good or bad, which we follow. AVe shall be able to 
avoid that only when we are able to bring about more economical 
administration of public affairs and content ourselves without so 
many of the "modern improvements" -which we have come to de- 
mand in these later years. The enlarged sphere o£ government in its 
service to the people may bo fine and useful and desirable, but it costs 
iioriey, and that money must come from the people. 


• -.The leasing of a considerable section of the Kerr Murray build-

As to South American trade, it is felt
